Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
1968  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

Again  there  has  been  a significant  increase  in  the  estimated 
population  x^hich  has  gone  up  from  18,650  to  19,210,  an  increase  of  56O. 

Apart  from  Measles  there  were  only  a few  cases  of  infectious  disease 
but  it  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  two  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 
Great  strides  have  been  made  in  recent  years  in  the  attempt  to  eliminate 
Tuberculosis  and  much  has  been  done.  This  depends  on  regular  x-rays  of 
suspected  individuals  and  making  full  use  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
when  it  pays  a visit  to  the  Town.  We  also  endeavour  to  trace  all 
contacts  and  vaccinate  as  many  of  them  as  is  necessary.  Regular  visits 
are  made  to  the  schools  so  that  all  children  between  the  ages  of  12  and 
1 b are  adequately  protected  with  the  B.C.G.  Vaccine. 

Cancer  and  Heart  Disease  still  dominate  the  Death  Tables  with 
disease  of  the  blood  vessels  of  the  brain  being  a close  third. 

In  previous  Annual  Reports  I have  emphasized  the  need  for  Intensive 
Care  Units  to  deal  with  cases  of  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  it  is  with  some 
satisfaction  to  know  that  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction  in 
many  hospitals.  In  the  City  of  Belfast  a special  Ambulance  Service  has 
been  developed  in  which  medical  and  nursing  staff  specially  trained, 
together  with  all  the  necessary  equipment,  are  taken  to  the  case  thus 
saving  valuable  time  where  it  is  a case  of  life  and  death.  The  Belfast 
experiment  has  shown  that  quite  a number  of  cases  can  be  saved  and  I am 
certain  that  a great  deal  of  consideration  should  now  be  given  to  the 
establishment  in  this  County  of  a similar  service. 

We  are  being  dominated  at  the  moment  by  the  problem  of  Local 
Government  Re-organisation  but  one  thing  is  quite  certain  that  we  shall 
never  have  an  effective  Health  Service  unless  a complete  unification 
between  Hospital,  General  Practitioner  and  Local  Health  Authority  Service 
takes  place. 

A Green  Paper  was  issued  in  which  suggestions  were  made  to  this  end 
but  we  are  now  awaiting  a further  Green  Paper  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
more  acceptable  to  the  Medical  Profession.  Until  such  unifications 
takes  place  we  are  bound  to  get  inefficiency  and  fail  to  get  the  best 
service  for  the  money  that  is  being  spent. 

The  County  Health  Committee  is  making  considerable  progress  in  the 
development  of  Health  Centres  in  association  with  clinics  and  this 
development  is  certainly  a step  in  the  right  direction.  Many  of  our 
General  Practitioners  have  grouped  themselves  together  to  work  as  a team 
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and  this  too  is  a valuable  step  forward  but  where  accommodation  is  not 
suitable  the  County  Health  Committee  together  with  the  Executive  Council 
is  prepared  to  step  in  and  assist,  provided  we  get  the  agreement  and 
willingness  of  the  Family  Doctors. 

A good  deal  has  been  spoken  and  written  about  the  future  of  the 
Congleton  War  Memorial  Hospital  and  our  Council  have  this  matter  very 
much  under  their  consideration.  We  are  certain  that  there  is  a very  good 
future  for  this  admirably  built  hospital  and  it  could  and  should  provide 
certain  essential  services  to  this  town,  notably  in  the  field  of  normal 
midwifery,  general  medical  and  surgical  care,  x-ray  facilities, 
physiotherapy  and  minor  accidents.  But  it  is  necessary  in  these 
circumstances  to  ensure  that  full  time  medical  cover  is  always  available 
and  I am  certain  that  this  could  be  worked  out  satisfactorily. 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Whiston,  our  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  co-operation  and  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report  as  well  as  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  his  contribution. 

Mr.  Horace  Lawton,  our  Clerk,  has  always  been  a most  helpful  colleague 
and  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  great  assistance  and  advice  he 
has  given  me  at  all  times.

Clinic  Services 


A variety  of  services  are  provided  at  the  clinic  which  is  very 
heavily  used. 

In  addition  the  Clinic  Nurse  is  constantly  in  attendance  to  deal 
with  problems  and  enquiries.  We  also  have  from  time  to  time  Health 
Education  classes  where  film  shows  and  demonstrations  are  given. 

We  are  moving  into  a new  era  in  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children.  We  have  already  begun  special  courses  in  Developmental 
Paediatrics  at  which  General  Practitioners  and  School  Doctors  will  learn 
the  modern  approach  to  the  physical  and  mental  care  of  babies  and  the 
pre-school  child.  This  is  a long  process  but  eventually  it  is  hoped 
that  only  those  doctors  with  such  training  will  qualify  to  run  these 
important  clinics.  It  must  be  appreciated  that  the  proper  handling  of 
the  young  is  a very  specialised  affair  and  if  defects  are  to  be  dealt 
with  properly  they  must  be  recognised  early.  Along  with  this  more 
specialised  service  it  is  intended  that  each  child  will  receive  an 
appointment  to  attend  the  clinic  at  certain  periods  where  sufficient 
time  can  be  devoted  to  its  examination  and  assessment.  This  will  become 
administratively  possible  as  all  children  are  included  in  the  computer. 

The  Senior  County  Chiropodist,  Mr.  Murphy,  has  now  got  himself  well 
established  in  the  area  and  is  providing  an  admirable  service  at  the 
clinic,  paying  particular  attention  to  the  treatment  for  the  elderly  and 
handicapped  persons.

Day  Nursery 

We  are  now  reasonably  well  established  as  a Teaching  Day  Nursery 
recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  we  have  at  the  moment  four 
pupils  undergoing  training.  The  alterations  at  the  Day  Nursery  are 
now  complete  and  we  have  been  given  a full  clearance  certificate  by 
the  Fire  Prevention  Department.  .Regular  fire  drills  are  carried 
out  by  the  Matron  and  her  Staff. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  charges  a certain  amount  of 
falling  off  in  the  attendance  has  been  recorded  but  in  recent  weeks 
this  has  begun  to  increase  again.  At  the  moment  the  County  are 
undertaking  a review  of  all  the  provisions  available  for  children 
under  five  and  it  may  well  be  that  our  Day  Nursery  in  Congleton  will 
gradually  develop  a new  role  in  the  care  of  children  betv/een  the 
ages  of  three  and  five.  We  are  always  available  to  deal  with  medical 
and  social-medical  cases  and  pay  particular  attention  to  those 
families  where  there  is  only  one  parent  or  where  there  is  sickness 
in  the  house.

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The  Home  Nurses  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Family  Doctors 
and  give  a high  level  of  service.  With  the  increasing  difficulty  of 
getting  patients  into  hospital,  particularly  old  people,  more  and  more 
work  is  falling  on  to  their  shoulders.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply- 


General 

The  area  of  the  Congleton  Borough  Council  has  continued  to  be 
supplied  with  water  derived  partly  from  the  Hug  Bridge  Pumping  Station, 
which  utilises  a mixture  of  water  drawn  from  the  river  and  from 
boreholes,  and  partly  from  the  artesian  well  supply  at  Forge  Lane. 

New  Sources 


Work  commenced  in  February  1968,  on  the  construction  of  a new 
borehole  at  Rushton  Spencer.  Test  pumping  commenced  just  before 
Christmas  and  the  indications  are  that  a yield  of  0.5  m.g.d.  will  be 
available  for  augmenting  the  supply  from  the  Hug  Bridge  Pumping  Station 
to  Congleton.  It  is  proposed  to  pump  the  raw  water  from  the  borehole 
into  the  existing,  possibly  extended,  treatment  plant  at  Hug  Bridge, 
boost  the  water  to  Cloud  Reservoir  and  from  there  pass  the  filtered 
water  into  the  Congleton  distribution  system.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS'  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YEAR  I968 


General  Remarks 


No  vacancies  arose  during  the  year,  the  Pupil  Public  Health 
Inspector  was  successful  in  passing  his  examination  for  the  Diploma  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Education  Board  in  December  and  Mr.  Flint, 
the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  passed  the  Intermediate 
Examination  in  Laws  of  the  University  of  London. 

Following  the  survey  of  licensed  premises  in  1967  and  the  Informal 
Notices  sent  to  Brewers,  improvements  were  carried  out  and  additional 
facilities  provided  at  many  of  these  premises. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Imported  Food  Regulations  1968  additional 
duties  were  placed  on  the  department  involving  responsibility  for 
inspection  of  food-stuffs  loaded  in  large  containers  abroad  arriving 
unopened  and  unexamined  in  the  Borough. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  again  considered  the  possibility 
of  adopting  smoke  control  areas  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  but 
decided  that  no  action  should  be  taken.

Complaints 


During  the  year  172  complaints  were  received  and  investigated;  14 
of  these  were  found  to  be  concerning  matters  which  could  not  be  dealt 
with  by  the  department;  49  were  found  to  be  related  to  dangerous 
structures,  waste  of  water  and  other  matters  and  were  referred  to  the 
departments  concerned. 

Nuisances 


Following  complaints,  and  as  a result  of  routine  survey,  97  houses 
were  inspected,  a total  of  102  nuisances  found  and  86  Informal  Notices 
issued,  98  visits  were  made  to  houses  previously  inspected  and  87 
nuisances  found  to  be  abated,  74  Informal  Notices  were  complied  with. 

2 Formal  Notices  were  served  and  complied  with. 
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Drainage 


The  repair  of  existing  drainage  was  supervised  and  necessary- 
testing  done.  40 5 visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work  and 
the  tracing  of  existing  drainage  at  various  properties. 

Water  Supply 

Routine  samples  were  taken  monthly  from  each  of  the  town's  systems 
of  supply,  from  the  baths  at  the  National  Children's  Home  and  also 
during  the  season  from  the  Council's  swimming  baths.  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Chester,  carried  out  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  samples  and  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

All  except  27  (80  occupants)  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
piped  water  inside  the  houses  from  public  water  mains. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection 

6 cases  of  infectious  disease  were  investigated  and  the  necessary 
disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  carried  out. 

Public  Mortuary 

This  service  is  under  the  charge  of  the  department  and  during  the 
year  there  we re  19  admissions. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  registered. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960 

The  licensed  site  at  Rocky  Pool,  Timbersbrook,  was  visited 
regularly  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactorily  kept  and  well  conducted. 

The  Discontinuance  Order  in  respect  of  the  site  at  Astbury  Marsh 
became  operative  on  the  1st  June  1967,  but  unfortunately  its  use  was 
not  discontinued  and  many  complaints  were  received. 

On  two  occasions  groups  of  itinerant  caravans  were  parked  on  the 
fair  ground  but  these  were  dealt  with  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  as  this 
is  Council  owned  land. 


Noise  Abatement  Act  i960 


3 complaints  of  noise  were  received,  arising  from  a mechanical 
press,  a large  industrial  extractor  fan  and  a Tannoy  internal 
communication  system  at  a factory.  All  the  nuisances  were  abated 
following  informal  approach  to  the  management  of  the  firms  concerned. 
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Clean  Air  Act  195& 


No  complaints  were  received  regarding  smoke  from  industrial 
chimneys  but  there  were  several  complaints  of  burning  of  trade  and 
commercial  or  industrial  waste  causing  nuisance  to  inhabitants  in  the 
vicinity. 

Information  was  received  from  various  sources  as  set  out  below. 

National  Coal  Board:  The  sale  of  bituminous  coal  to  domestic  premises 

at  the  moment  is  13,000  tons  per  year  and  this 
has  been  decreasing  by  5%  annually  over  the  past 
three  years „ The  figure  for  smokeless  fuel  is 
1,500  tons  per  annum  and  this  has  been  increasing 
annually  over  the  past  three  years  by  J>0%  This 
represents  about  650  tons  per  year  being 
transferred  from  coal  to  smokeless  fuel. 

A survey  of  an  area  of  290  houses  carried  out  in 
West  Heath  showed  217  using  fuel  which  emitted  no 
smoke  - 75$  • Of  the  remaining  73  houses,  30  have 
made  enquiries  with  a possibility  of  installing 
central  heating. 

The  sales  of  No.  1 gas  fires  (i.e.  those  which 
completely  replace  a coal  burning  fireplace)  in 
four  years  was  about  1,500  averaging  375  a year. 
They  estimate  that  they  supply  between  95  and  98$ 
of  the  total  sold  and  anticipate  that  their  sales 
will  increase  manyfold  over  the  next  eight  years 
with  the  advent  of  North  Sea  Gas.  They  have  no 
information  available  on  the  number  of  gas  central 
heating  systems  installed. 

Midlands  Electricity  About  300  houses  are  on  "off-peak11  tariff  for 
Board:  either  under-floor  or  night  storage  heating. 

Approximately  100  electric  fires  with  surrounds 
have  been  installed  to  replace  coal  fireplaces  in 
the  last  two  years,  of  these,  50  are  in  the  300 
.just  mentioned.  It  is  estimated  that  there  will 
be  an  increase  of  8%  per  annum  on  sales  of  such 
appliances. 

The  figure  from  the  Gas  Board  of  1,500  houses  with  No,  1 gas  fires 
is  very  encouraging  particularly  when  taken  against  the  figure  of 
approximately  6,800  houses  in  the  Borough.  To  this,  of  course,  must  be 
added  the  number  of  large  type  electric  fires  fixed.  I feel  that  the 
confidence  of  the  two  Boards  that  their  sales  will  accelerate  is  well 
justified. 


West  Midlands  Gas 
Board: 
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However,  the  facts  provided  by  the  National  Coal  Board  are  the  most 
significant  and  if  the  change  from  coal  to  smokeless  fuel  continues 
only  at  the  present  rate  there  will  be  no  coal  being  burned  in  domestic 
premises  in  twenty  years  time.  I would  speculate  that  the  rate  of 
change  from  one  to  the  other  will  increase  and  also  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  a change  from  coal  and  smokeless  fuel  to  gas,  electricity 
and  oil  will  be  taking  place  at  the  same  time. 

In  1963  I estimated  the  cost  of  applying  smoke  control  orders  to 
the  whole  of  the  Borough  as  follows

The  numbers  of  properties  requiring  conversion  of  fireplaces  at 
that  time  was  estimated  at  about  4,000  with  average  costs  for  Council 
houses  of  £16  and  for  private  houses  £20. 

Although  the  number  of  houses  with  fireplaces  for  conversion  has 
decreased  the  average  cost  of  conversion  to  use  the  fuel  now  available 
has  increased  for  each  house  to  about  £40  - £50  and,  in  my  opinion,  this 
will  offset  the  decrease  in  numbers. 

The  Council  considered  this  information  and  decided  to  take  no 
action  on  smoke  control  areas. 

Housing  Acts  1957-1964 

47  houses  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts 
and  291  re-visits  made. 

42  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished  and  3 areas  completely 
cleared. 

1 house  was  vacated  and  closed. 

1 clearance  area  comprising  a total  of  37  houses  was  represented  to 
the  Council  and  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  made. 

1 clearance  area  of  5 houses  was  purchased  by  the  Council  by 
agreement  with  the  owners. 

Reports  were  submitted  on  5 individual  unfit  properties  and  Closing 
Orders  were  made  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  these. 
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Orders  in  respect  of  3 clearance  areas  containing  35  houses  were 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government . 

Following  applications  for  advances  under  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act  1958,  17  houses  were  inspected  and  reports  submitted  to 
the  Council. 

Improvement  Grants 

21  applications  for  standard  grants  were  received  and  all  were 
approved. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 


No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

592  inspections  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation,  storage  or 
sale  of  food  were  carried  out.  10  contraventions  were  found  and  9 
Informal  Notices  issued.  On  re-inspection  46  contraventions  had  been 
abated  and  11  Notices  complied  with. 

8 complaints  were  received  at  the  office  of  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  various  food-stuffs.  All  were  referred  to  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  who  prosecuted  4 of  the  firms  concerned  resulting  in  1 
fine  of  £5,  1 of  £10  and  two  of  £25 . 

Ice-cream 


There  are  6 shop  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice- 
cream. 94  premises  are  registered  only  for  selling  ice-cream. 

During  the  year  I1  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester, 
and  none  were  below  standard. 

Preserved  Food 


45  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  food 
(sausages,  potted  and  pressed  meats,  etc.)  and  21  inspections  of  these 
premises  were  carried  out. 

Slaughterhouses 


The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  continued  to 
operate  and  all  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  as  laid  down  in  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  and  carcases  passed  fit  marked  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations.  The  sum  of  £113  Is.  9d.  was  received 
from  the  slaughterhouse  occupier  being  the  result  of  the  charge  levied 
on  a headage  basis  by  the  Council  in  1963= 
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Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  district* 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1938 

The  stunning  of  all  animals  in  the  Borough  is  carried  out  by  means
